UNITED NATIONS (AP)—UN Secretary-General 
U Thant reported to the Security Council today that he 
feared a clash between Israel and Egypt over Israeli 
shipping through the Strait of Tiran would “inevitably 
set off a genera! conflict” in- the Middle East. 


He gave that estimate in a 
six-page report to the 15-coun- 
try council, of which Canada is 
a memoer 

The report followed his talk 
with President Nasser in Cairo 
jearly this week 
Thant called for “a breathing 
spell which will allow tension to 
|subside from its present explo- 
sive level."’ He urged all parties 
to exercise restraint to let the 
Security Counci] deal with the 
underlying causes of the situa- 
tion

horse, Mr. Jack Davis, the Lib- 
eral member of parliament for 
Coast-Capilano, reviewed Canada's 
enviable position as a possessor 
of natural resources and came out 
with some striking advice as to 
how we should develop and sell 
these great assets. His words 
make a lot of sense to anyone con- 
cerned about the future of our 
country and its emergence as one 
of the outstanding producers of 
the world. 


Mr. Davis rightly feels, for in- 
stance, that among our trade goals 
two considerations should be kept 
in mind. One, in selling raw ma- 
terials we should always charge as 
much as the traffic will bear; and 
secondly, that the ultimate objec- 
tive ef our trading policy should 
be to ensure that Canadian pro- 
cessing is developed to its maxi- 
mum so that we export finished 
products wherever possible, rather 
than raw materials for the plants 
and workers of other countries. 


These concepts are not ad- - 


vanced in an isolationist sense: 
they should not be followed except 
in so far as they contribute to the 
general Canadian good—and this is 
to be achieved through as wide and 
diversified a trade as possible with 
the countries of the world. One 
facet of the policy would be that 
we do not, as a nation, remain 
merely a source of raw materials 
for United States industry, but 
press forward as a manufacturing 
power in our own right.

Worth the Trouble 


It seemed odd to the old gardener 
that men took so little interest in seeds 
when every man began as a seed 
himself, germinating and taking his 
awkward, ugly shape like the humblest 
vegetable. Admittedly, however, 
was a difference between a human end 
vegelable seed more profound than 
shape and this difference in itself made 
gardening worth all the time and trouble. 


A radish remained a radish through 
countless generations, no matter how you 
cultivated, fertilized and pampered it; 
whereas the most innocent buman baby 
might turn into a monster like Hitler or 
Stalin, who probably were delightful in 
infancy. The healthy, care-free boy 
became a broken old gardener at last. 

With human seed you never knew 
what might happen, for better or worse, 
but with any vegatable seed you always 
knew precisely what to expect.

Doubtless he 
would shortly alight on the barren moon 
before he had truly explored the rich, 
teeming substance under his feet: He 
could invent almost anything and might 
carry himself past the remote stars but 
with all his cunning he had never made 
even the most primitive sort of seed. 


Still Hope 


Well, the gardener hoped he never 
would. For if he did, if seeds ever came 
out of the laboratory, then the fun of 
gardening would be finished in question 
of a purposeful, intelligent universe 
would be answered in the negative. So 
long as seeds alone could make other 
seeds there was still some hope of a 
positive answer. 


Anyway, the old gardener had found a

The Whys and Why-Nots of U Thant's Decision 


ao are likely to debate for 
a very long time the wisdom of 
U Thant's decision to acquiesce when 
UAR President 
Nasser ordered 
UNEF, the UN peace 
army, out of Egypt. 
Could not Thant have 
refused? Or at least, 
dragged his heels? 
Did not the interests 
of world peace over- 
ride the technicalities 
of international law? 
If the Secretary-Gen; 
eral did’ not feel he 
could hold out against Nasser alone, could 
he not have tossed the matter into the 
lap of the General Assembly or Security 
Council, and let the membership decide? 

These and related questions are 
already being debated intensely here. 
Every alarming news bulletin from the 
Mideast gives néw imipetus to the 
criticism. 

Answers offered by Thant's aides boil 
down to this: the UN is not a world 
government. It must, and does, respect 
the sovereignty of member states. 
Excepting Rhodesia 

With the exception of Rhodesia, where 
economic force is being applied, the UN 
has never sought to impose its will on 
any political entity more significant than 
the Congolese province of Katanga — 
and Katanga was not recognized as a 
sovereignty by anyone. Korea was a 
special case in which the United States, 
with UN approval, repelled an aggres- 
sion. 

The UN does not have even theor- 
@tical power to undertake an enforce- 
ment action, that is, to require compli- 
ance from 4 sovereign state, unless that 
state goes to war or otherwise threatens 


the peace. Nasser was threatening 
Israel. But he was doing so, ostensibly at 
least, in an effort to deter an Israeli 


attack on Syria.

Might Have Succeeded 


The eventual outcome might not have 
been very different from the one Thant 
produced. But there is an outside chance 
that the Assembly, by stalling and 
pressure, might have succeeded in 
changing Nasser’s mind. 

Nasser may secretly have wanted his 
arm twisted,-it is argued may Have 
wanted to benefit politically from the 
appearance of firmness against Isracl, 
but not run the risks of an actual 
confrontation with-her. 

No one can know whether this was,.in 
fact, the case. Not a few western 
diplomats here, notably Americans and 
Canadians, wish fervently that Thant had 
been willing to try. The real reason why 
he did not, it is suspected, is that 
reference of the crisis to the General 
Assembly would have flown in the face 
of Soviet convictions that the Assembly 
is “legally incompetent in the peace- 
keeping field. 

This is not considered a good reason. 
It may have helped preserve Thant's 
acceptability as an East-West go-be- 
tween. But it destroyed whatever hope 
there may have been of maintaining a 
significant UN presence on the Egyptian-

The idea of a slim volume 
giving a biographical sketch 
of Canada’s prime ministers 
is a one for this 
Centennial Year. Most of these 
men have had their biogra- 
phies written by scholars, but 
off hand I cannot recollect 
any book wherein one can get 
a thumbnail sketch of each 
between the covers of one 
book. 

Both authors are journal- 
ists, and this volume is aimed 
at the popular market. It is 
based on secondary sources, 
and does not attempt to be 
original or to offer any new 
analysis of the men who 
guided Canada. Actually it is 
not bad fare as a whole, but I 
cannot refrain from question- 
ing the amount of space given 
to some of the prime minis- 
ters. : 

For example Sir John A. 
Macdonald gets 16 pages, 
Laurier amd Mackenzie King 
get 12. Fair enough. But on 
this basis, why on earth 
devote 14 pages to Diefen- 
baker and 11 to Pearson? This 
imbalance might be due to the 
personal interests of the 
authors, but there are other

Seldom can a_ biographer 
have leaned more heavily on 
the “perhaps” and the “‘pos- 

bly,” or more frequently 
aroused the reader's 
that events and 
conversations were being in- 
vented to plug the holes in. the 
historical record. (It is inter- 
esting to learn from the 
jacket that Sichel has pre- 
viously written a best selling 
novel, a “fictionized biography 
of the fabulous Lillie Lang- 
try” and another novel “about 
a freewheeling Vermont poet 
in the Dylan Thomas mold.”) 

The book is inordinately 
long and maddeningly repeti- 
tive. It could easily — and 
profitably — have been re- 
duced to about a third of its 
present bulk of 600 pages. 

It does however contain 
valuable photographs, some of 
which have hitherto been 
inaccessible to English-speak- 
ing readers; the early chap- 
ters throw interesting light on 
Modigliani’s family back- 
ground, youth and early man- 
hood; and his stormy affaire 
with Beatrice Hastings and 
the tragic relationship with 
Jeanne Hebuterne, are 
examined as fully as exiguous 
documentation permits. 

There -is tittle -here-for the 
reader primarily interested in 
Modigliani the painter

Sichel quotes prestigious 
commentators on art but 
himself tends to keep off the 
grass of art criticism and 
history. Perhaps he is wise, in 
view of what happens when he 
does offer a technical com- 
ment of -his own. “Modi 
evolved with the Cubist 
p#inters who were his 
friends,”” we are told in one 
memorable excursion. ‘‘They 
tended to give their, pictures 
colors by giving them com- 
plementary tones in the seven 
fundamental colors. This pro- 
duces pleasant harmonies and 
what Cezanne, among others, 
called unity.” 

The chief—and surely 
foreseeable — drawback to 
this fat and expensive biog- 
raphy of one of the minor 
masters of the 20th century is 
the paucity of illustrations of 
Modigliani’s paintings and 
drawings. One faint self- 
portrait sketch in pencil is all 
we are offered of eighteen 
years of work. Can anyone 
think that this is enough?

The days -when a man might 
dream of being a prince on a 
white charger are over, and 
this is in no small measure 
because the princes ef today 
are valued in terms of the 
impressiveness of the charge 
account rather than the 
charger. 

The most cursory glance at 
the paperback literature 
addressed to women from the 
racks of drugstores will show 
that the new type of princes 
into whose domains women 
aspire are frequently the 
“chief executives—in govern 


‘ ment, army, hospitals, busi- 


ness and so on” which 
Drucker’s book claims that it 
can tell us—all of us—how to 
become. Moreover, the happy 
message is that “practices 
can always be learned.” 

The structure if not -the 
logic of the book is cyclic. 

Drucker opens with the 
statement that ‘‘effectiveness 
can be learned.” Having _ 
spelled out the five practices 
for so doing at the close of his 
first chapter, he gives to each 
of the practices its respective 
place in the chapters which | 
follow. 


It is, indeed, his by no 
means uninteresting process 
of expansion. through 


anecdote, example and 
reflection which forms the 
main body of Drucker’s book 
before he closes with the 
chapter ‘Effective Decisions” 
and his conclusion that “Ef- 
fectiveness Must Be 
Learned.” | 

The five practices which 
Drucker feels that the effec- 
tive executive must lean ad 
nauseam are: effective execu- 
tives know where their. time 
goes, effective executives 
focus on the results rather 
than on the work, effective 
executives build up from 
strength rather than from 
weakness, effective executives 
concentrate on the areas 
where outstanding results can 


be obtained, and “effective | 
executives finally make ef- 
fective decisions."’ Mr. Druck- | 


er claims that his book is a 
“first word” on the subject, 
though he admits in one place 
that what he has to say 
sounds to him “obvious, if not 
trite” and in another that 
some executives far from 
being taught are “naturals.” 

In view of such refreshing 

spasmodic humility 
one hardly likes to point out 
that the fifth practice is 
virtually circular in its defini- 
tion if not in its logic, while 
the fourth practice is already 
so well known to industrial 
engineers that it is referred to 
by the term: “creaming the 
business.”’ 

As I have said, Mr. 
Drucker, who is no outsider to 
the world of large corpora- | 
tions and high executives, 
claims that his book is a 
“first word” on the subject In 
respect of “knowledge | 
workers.’ 

He puts it this way: “The 
imposing system for manual 
work—from industrial engi- | 
necring to quality control—is 
not Applicable ty knowledge 
work.” | 

It is true that industrial 
consultants (call the animal 
by whatever name you like) 
have, ever since the time of | 
the almost mythical Bedaux, | 
been remarkably coy about 
publishing their “knowledge.” 
Since the Second World War, 
however, industrial engineer- 
ing—first in the United States 
and more recently in Great 
Britain, where the practice is 
called work study—has be- 
come a force to be reckoned 
with, 

Moreover, the Institute of 
Work Study Practitioners, 
which will almost certainly 
have wrested numerical 
leadership from its American 
rival within two years, stand 
in loco parentis not merely to 
technologists but also to the 
very consultants and senior 
engineers to whom Drucker 
appears to be addressing his 
“first word” under the ad- 
mittedly new title of “know- 
ledge workers.” The point 
which I am making is clearly 
set out in the article entitled 
“A Work Study Engineer” 
which appears in the January, 
1967, issue of the journal 
Work Study. 

All this, of course, need not |

SHATNER 
on the stars 


Preoccupied 
With Finding 
‘A Meaning’ 


When William Shatner was a 
boy he made believe he 
Buck Rogers flying” through 
space, 


Now that William Shatner is a 
man, he makes believe he is 
Capt. James T. Kirk, com 
mander of the United Space 
Ship Enterprise on “Star Trek 
over the NBC Television Net 
work Thursdays. 

“As boys, we played a lot on 
rooftops, espedially in ‘winter,"’ 
said the Canadian-born actor 
‘We dared each other to jump 
into space and land on a snow 
drift." 

Buck Rogers, : Tom Mix and 
the Lone Ranger constituted the 
galaxy of Shatner’s heroes 
Today, he has no factual or 
fictional heroes. 


“As we get older we see that, 


our idealistic heroes are human 
beings whose failings and sor- 
rows are the same as ours,’ he 
mused. ‘‘What I find admirable 
today is the person who sacri- 
fices himself for an ideal. I 
admire those people most of all 
and I almost envy them — like 
the kid who has the courage and 
the passion to go to jail for a 
cause, the scientist in a garret 
the artist who struggles without 
recognition."’ 

MEANING OF LIFE 

Like Capt. Kirk, Shatner 
vitally concerned with the uni 
verse. 

“T've been preoccupied of late 
with the meaning of life and 
existence,"’ he said. “I've been 
thinking about the destruction of 
refigious ideals that gave our 
lives larger meaning. Maybe the 
problem which faces many of us 
today is that we have no cause 
to live, or die, for.” 

Shatner, who Is also a writer 
and finds the combination valu- 
able, added: “I’ve learned a 
great deal about acting from 
writing. An actor interprets a 
writer’s work just as a musician 
interprets a composer's work. 
The criterion of a good actof is 
how well he interprets the work 
of the writer. Even the writer 
may not know exactly what he 
has written this is the 
nebulous area in which the 
actor works.” 

Shatner has ‘achieved pyblic 
and critical acclaim as an 
actor. He played the aide-le- 
camp to Spencer Tracy in 
“Judgment at Nuermberg,” and 
starred in “The Explosive 
Generation’ and “The Out- 
rage.”

We are all so accustomed to 
buying dining sets in groups 
of a table and at least four 
chairs, that we forget to try

As parents we can easily 
take the wrong attitude in 
guiding our children. We 
forget, that all children imi- 
tate. The first word a child 


utters is the imitation of # 
sound it has heard. The first 
step is an imitation of what 
we do, 
EXPLAIN ACTIONS 

When we take the toddler 
into the garden we must be 
very careful not to do any 
thing the child might imitate 
and cause us to regret. 
Picking off spent flower heads 
and pulling up weeds will be 
imitated but the effort wil! not 
be confined to dead flowers 
and weeds unless our actions 
are carefully explained. 


Children not only love to 
copy their elders, they also 
want to share in what their 
elders are doing, and they 
want to do it with the tool the 
parent is using. 

Knowitig this, you can en- 
courage them from a tender 
age by giving them tools with 
which to work not useless 
toys, but a stainless steel 
hand trowel and hand fork, 
something you will sepeeeate 
using yourself. 

Set the example of what you 
would like done by starting 
the job yourself and using the 
tools they will want to use 
Soon they will take the job 
away from you. This is much 
easicr than trying to make 
them use what we call “‘their 
own tools” and expecting 
them to work in another part 
of the garden. 


ACCEPT COMPANY 


A seperate garden may suit 
a teen-ager, but not a five- 
year-old. The little ones want 
to be with mummy and daddy 
and we might just as well 
accept their company and 
guide their efforts. 

Too often we expect them to 
do the jobs we so heartily 
dislike and we expect them to 
like it. A dreary, distasteful 
job is hardly likely to hold 
their interest and is certainly 
not the job to offer one who 
wishes to help.

QUIZZING THE GARDENER 


By JACK BEASTALL 


Q. Last year I had some 
lovely plants of the Blue- 
poppy. They have not grown 
this spring, although I under- 
stood they were perennials 
Since the winter was mild, 
can you suggest any cause for 
their failure?—T. G., Beach 
Drive. 


A. The Bhee-poppy of Tibet 
(Meconopsis baileyi) is «a 
biennial if allowed to bloom in 


the first spring after being 
grown from seed. 

The method practised to 
overcome this biennial ten- 
dency is to remove the flower 
stems on first year plants as 
won as they are visible 
among the basal leaves. This 
induces the plants to make 
many crowns, some of which 
will bloom the second year. 
The plants then continue to 
produce new growths each 
year, and each year some will

horse, Mr. Jack Davis, the Lib- 
eral member of parliament for 
Coast-Capilano, reviewed Canada’s 
enviable position as a possessor 
of natural resources and came out 
with some striking advice as to 
how we should develop and sell 
these great assets. His words 
make a lot of sense to anyone con- 
cerned about ‘the future’ of our 
country and its emergence as one 
of the outstanding producers of 
the world. 


Mr. Davis rightly feels, for. in- 
stance, that among our trade goals 
two considerations should be kept 
in mind. One, in selling raw ma- 

‘ terials we should always charge as 
much as the traffic will bear; and 
secondly, that the ultimate objec- 
tive of our trading policy should 
be to ensure that Canadian pro- 
cessing is developed to its maxi- 
mum so that we export finished 
products wherever possible, rather 
than raw materials for the plants 
and workers of other countries. 


These concepts are not ad- 
vanced in an isolationist- sense: 
they should not be followed except 
in so far as they contribute to the 
general Canadian good—and this is 
to be achieved through as wide and 
diversified a trade as possible with 
the countries of the world. One 
facet of the policy would be that 
we do not, as a nation, remain 
merely a source of raw materials 
for United States industry, but 
press forward as a manufacturing 
power in our own right: 


That is not an easy assignment 
for a country lying in the shadow 
of the American industrial and 
commercial colossus. But we have 
certain strengths which make it a 
feasible national long-term policy. 
We cannot do otherwise, in fact, if 
we, are to reach eventual maturity 
as a nation. 

Mr. Davis mentions such com- 
parisons as that, with only one half 
of one per cent of the world's pop- 
ulation, Canada controls six per 
cent of the non-ferrous metals in

counsel, Mr. Charles Morgan of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, has 
invoked the spirit of the Nuremburg 
wat crimes trials at which the prin- 
ciple-was established that the Nazi 
leaders in the dock could not claim 
immunity” for actions simply 
because “were obeying orders. 
As Mr. Morgan put it, since Nurem- 
burg “all people are now responsible 
for their acts.” 

Countering this defence, Captain 
R. M. Shusterman, chief counsel for 
the army, maintained that “a man 
who would rather not kill can be 
made to kill regardless of his per- 
sonal beliefs. The accused's personal 
ethics, his personal beliefs, -would 
have no effect on an-otherwise law- 
ful order.” P 

Captain. Levy has admitted that 
he refused to train the Special 
Forces first aid men because they 
carried weapons into battle. and 
were not recognized under. the 
Geneva Convention as Red Cross 
personnel, and because of a convic- 
tion that the war was wrong. His 
counsel has called as witnesses sol- 
diers who have been in Vietnam and 
elicited from them testimony which 


problem—this country could claim 
a quarter of the world’s available 
oil resources; we have natural gas 
and coal in great abundance, and 
the world’s largest reserves of 
uranium. 

With this and. other backing, 
Mr. Davis urges that “certainly we 
must deal, and deal more freely, 
with the United States. But we 
must go all out after markets for 
more highly. processed goods in 
other countries as well.” 

“Continentalism,” he adds, “has™ 
its advantages. But narrow conti- 
nentalism is like narrow national- 
ism... Canadians must paint their 
picture of our nation’s future on 
the broadest possible canvas if 
they are to prosper as they 
should.” 

A few basic principles are of- 
fered toward this end. We must 
assess our own requirements for 
decades to come, rather than on 
any shorter basis. We should ex- 
port only those resources which 
are surplus to Canada’s ultimate 
needs—the treasure house of riches 
is not to be drained as quickly as 
possible merely for short-term 
gain. The éxport selling price of 
our resources should cover not only 
cost of supply but should be equat- 
ed to alternative sources, and there 
should be no bargain-basement 
approach to sales, Finally, the ex- 
port flow of raw materials should’ 
be viewed as a movement which 
ultimately will develop into a trade 
in processed goods. 

These will not. be easy princi- 
ples to apply in all cases. Obviously 
our export trade must be governed 
by world prices and sometimes 
special considerations, and we can- 
not sit.on our treasure trove de- 
manding impossible conditions of 
sale. But equally, we are not 
obliged to shovel out our natural 
wealth as quickly as possible and 
on a basis of major advantage for 
others. 

The freer the trade situation 
and the more competition for our 
goods, the better. And the corol- 
lary of this, of course, is that we 
must provide equally open trading 
facilities for foreign producers. A 
Step forward in this direction has 
been made in the Kennedy Round, 
but there is still a long way to go.

could be interpreted as supporting 
the charge that American troops 
have committed atrocities — either 
directly, or indirectly through Viet- 
namese under their control. 


Without hesitation, the military 
court seems to have welcomed this 
testimony and the prosécutor ob-

come up several times more.” He 
argued that “The military society, 
with its recognized, demonstrated 
need for uniformity and discipline 
is fot unfamiliar with the notion 
that not even truth can be used to 
bring about a palpable injury to 
good order and discipline.” 


Finally, on Thursday the trial 
officer of the court, Colonel Earl V. 
Brown, ruled that the defence had 
failed to make a prima facie case 
of American war crimes in Vietnam. 

But in thus ruling out this aspect 
of the defence so far as guilt or 
innocence of the accused is con- 
cerned, Colonel Brown added that it 
could be taken into account in 


“mitigation of sentence. The Nurem- 


burg ttialsdoor was opened up by 
the ‘army. only so it could be 


slammed shut again, at least so far 


as Vietnam is concerned. Individual 
conscience, the court has ruled, can- 
not be the criterion of whether or 
not an American citizen will serve 
as he is directed by the government.

Canada especially they debated their 
national identity but the seed had solved 
that problem in the first dawn of life.

Worth the Trouble 


It seemed odd to the old gardener 
that men took so little interest in seeds 


when every man began as a_ seed 
himself, germinating and taking his 
awkward, ugly shape like the humbilest 
vegetable. Admittedly, however, there 


was a difference between a human end 
vegetable seed more profound than 
shape and this difference in itself made 
gardening worth all the time and trouble. 


A radish remained a radish through 
countless generations, no matter how you 
cultivated, -fertilized and pampered it; 
whereas ‘the most innocent human baby 
might turn into a monster like Hitler or 
Stahn, who probably were delightful in 
infancy. _The healthy, care-free boy 
became a broken old gardener at last 

With human seed you never knew 
what might happen, for better or worse, 
but with any vegatable seed you always 
knew precisely what to expect. You could 
bet all your savings on the unvarying 
cycle of the radish but no such bet could 
be safely placed even on your own son or 
daughter, no matter how well you fed, 
housed and educated them. 

So the gardener held the lifeless- 
looking globules in his fingers for a 
moment and sprinkled them slowly on 
the earth, knowing that each contained its 


sure explosion of life which, in combina- 
tion with all the other seeds now 
sprouting across the northern hemis- 
phere, was more powerful than the 
hydrogen bomb, man's explosion _ of 
death. 


Evidently man preferred his poor 
parody of nature since he spent so much 
work and money on it. He sought the 
meaning of things in empty space when 
he could find the answer much more 
clearly in a square foot of garden if he 
looked closely enough.- Doubtless he 
would shortly alight on the barren moon 
before he had truly explored the rich, 
teeming substance under his feet. He 
could invent almost anything and might 
carry himself past the remote stars but 
with all his cunning he had never made 
even the most primitive sort of seed. 


Still Hope 


Well, the gardener hoped he never 
would, For if he did, if seeds ever came 
out of the laboratory, then the fun of 
gardening would be finished in question 
of a purposeful, intelligent universe 
would be: answered in the negative. So 
long as seeds alone could make other 
seeds there was still some hope of a 
positive answer. 


Anyway, the old gardener had found a 
cheap, simple way to survey the whole 
complex process reduced, for quick 
reading and plain demonstration, to a 
sphere no larger than a pin's head but 
more extraordinary than all human 
achievements — a speck of immortality 
for ten cents and a little digging.

The Whys and Why-Nots of U Thant's Decision 


ISTORIANS are likely to debate for 

a very long time the wisdorn of 
U  Thant's decision to acquiesce when 
VAR President 
Nasser ordered 
UNEF, the UN peace 
army, out of Egyjit. 
Could not Thant have 
refused? Or at least, 
dragged his heels? 
Did not the interests 
of world peace over- 
ride the technicalities 
of international law? 
If the Secretary-Gen- 
eral did not feel he 
could hold out against _Nasser alone, could 
he not Have tossed the matter into the 
lap of the General Assembly or Security 
Council, and let the membership decide? 

These and related questions are 
already being debated intensely here 
Every alarming news bulletin from the 
Mideast gives new impetus to the 
criticism. 

Answers offered by Thant's aides bel 
down to this: the UN is not a world 
government, “It must, and docs, respect 
the sovereignty of member states. 


Excepting Rhodesia 


‘With the exception of Rhodesia, where 
economic force is. being applied, the UN 
has never sought to impose its will on 
any political entity more significant than 
the Congolese province of Katanga 
and Katanga was not recognized as a 
sovereignty. by anyone. Korea was a 
special case in which the United States, 
with UN approval, repelled an aggres- 
sion. 

The UN -does not have even theor- 
etical power to undertake an enforce- 
ment action, that is, to require compli- 
ance from a sovereign state, unless that 
state goes to war or otherwise threatens 
the peace Nasser was 
Israel.

Whether in such circumstances he 
could legally have been adjudged an 
aggressor, and subjected to enforcement 
action, is highly controversial.

The 
Soviet Union would cértainly have vetoed 
such a finding. 

The veto-free-General Assembly 
might theoretically have decided to defy 
Nasser and order UNEF to stay on.

The only way UNEF could have held 
its ground would have been for it to have 
gone to war with the U.A.R. and in 
such an event, it would have been 
crushed in hours, if net minutes. UNEF 
was an armed observer corps, not a 
fighting army. 

Quite apart from the impracticality of 
defying Nasser, Thant’s aides argue, jt 
would have been unwise to do so. 

UNEF was admitted onto Egyptian 
soil with Egypt's consent. The late Dag 
Hammarksjold never was able to make 
any substantial inroads into the proposi- 
tion that it could stay there only so long 
as the consent coritinued. If, having been 
told to get out, UNEF had refused, the 
UN could have been accused of double- 
dealing. 

The next-time a UN force was needed 
in some trouble spot, it might have been 
very hard indeed to get the consent of

No one can know whether this was, in 
fact, the case. Not a few western 
diplomats here, notably Americans and 
Canadians, wish fervently that Thant had 
been willing to try.
